The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
cited prior art does not disclose nor suggest an insert, hydraulic fluid and 
dimensions of a tubular member being such that during use of the apparatus, the 
hydraulic fluid pressure transmitted to the pressure sensor is substantially 
independent of temperature changes.
